SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office in coming to a conclusion took guidance from the Indecent 
Publications Tribunal (IPT) Decision No. 160/93 Ref. No IND 41/93 in relation to the 
Publication Exposing the Aids Scandal (Cameron, Paul, 1988) and found that Gay 
Rights Special Rights Inside the Homosexual Agenda did not meet the standard of 
'hate literature'. Consequently, the Office is required to weigh up the freedom of 
speech protected by si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 against the matters 
included under s3(1) and s3(3) and s3(4) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classifications Act 1993 when determining the publication's classification. 

The Office is required to determine whether the publication represents (whether directly 
or by implication) that members of any particular class of the public are inherently 
inferior to other members of the public by reason of any characteristic of members of 
that class, being a characteristic that is a prohibited ground of discrimination specified 
in section 21(1) of the Human Rights Act 1993; that is, whether Gay Rights Special 
Rights Inside the Homosexual Agenda represents directly or by implication that 
homosexuals, lesbians and bisexuals are inherently inferior to other members of the 
community. The Classification Office finds that the publication directly holds 
homosexuals, lesbians and bisexuals in contempt. The publication does this by gross 
misrepresentation of the facts and by selective interpretation of the material presented. 
The character of the publication is an offensive piece of propaganda. The manner of 
the presentation is moralistic, unbalanced and outright discriminatory. 
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Having said that, the Classification Office recognises that New Zealand in the 1990's 
has safeguards within the Human Rights Act 1993 and the Bill of Rights Act 1990 to 
protect minority viewpoints as well as the freedom from discrimination. The 
Classification Office reiterates the IPT's assessment of the strength of the gay 
community and believes that it is strong enough to withstand such a biased onslaught. 
(Decision No. 160/93 Ref. No IND 41/93). It is also felt that the wider adult community 
will be discerning enough to recognise the potential for injury to the public good in such 
a skewed and unbalanced presentation. However, the message might be 
misinterpreted by a less worldly younger audience. It is therefore considered that the 
discriminatory material contained within the video recording does require restriction to 
minimise the potential injury to the public good when making the video recording 
available. The Classification Office therefore classifies the video recording as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 
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
